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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments filed 4-27-2004 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Specifically, regarding claims 1-3, 7-12 and 16-17, Applicant argued that the cited reference 
(Chang et al) does not disclose that "filling only pixels in the portion of the primitive that is inside the screen region." However, Chang et al 
clearly discloses that M Z-axis extraneous edges must, therefore, be separately processed subsequent clipping but before the area fill stage 
to remove any unwanted line segments", See col 17 line 31-35, Fig 10A, Fig 10B), as Z-axis plane also describe filling inside the 
screen/window regions in 3-dimensional clipping process (See Fig 10A), just like X, Y-axis plane in 2-dimensional clipping process. 
Although, applicant mentioned "the X,Y-axis extraneous edges" of Chang et al reference rather than "Z-axis extraneous edges", it is noted 
that the features upon which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993).. 
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
